COMMENTS

Economic Development Director Katherine Koyak announced that late in the day she was
notified that the City of La Salle was awarded a $500,000 CDBG grant to be used toward the
continued sewer separation project. Brief discussion followed with City Engineer Brian Brown
explaining that this grant allows the City to continue to meet EPA mandates. The City estimated
the project will cost approximately $779,220 leaving the City to pay the difference. The project
will continue sewer separation north of 11" and east of St. Vincent. This continued project
should take another 45-60 acres off the system.
